For the better understanding by 
the people of the Initiative and 
Referendum I will give the sub- 
stance of the constitutional atneml- 
uiont adopted by tho people of 
South Dakota at the 1898 election. 
The Initiative — the amaadmrnt 
provides that when five pereaat.of 
the rotors patitioa the Lsgislature 
to pass a law ths Lagiatotara must 
pass it and subaUt it to a vote of 
the people, and if a majority of 
the people votiag oa the law vote 
for it it becomes a law; but if a 
majority vote against it it is null 
and void. Tho law may bu drawn 
up by any person and petition cir- 
culated by any person. This is 
culled tho "Initiative." The Ref- 
erendum — when the Legislature on 
its own motion passi s a law then 
such law shall nut go into force 
until a certuin length of time ofter 
its passage. If before that data 
live per cent, of the voters of the 
State, or county if a loe.-il law, pe. 
tition that such law bo submitted 
to a vote of the people then the 
laV will not go into force until 
voted oa hy tha psopls, and if at 
saeh afaMtoa a majority vote 
agaiaat tha Uw It will be void and 
of ao affaat; hat if a majority vote 
for it it will be valid aad binding. 
ThIa ia callad tha oBcferaadnm." 
Certain towa wh ich most necessarily 
go into immediate effect are ex- 
cepted Irora the Referendum. The 
Imperative Mandate — the people 
now elect a man to oflice for a cer- 
tain term und after he -jets in he 
can hold on until his time is out 
unless In- is imi>eached, which is a 
slow pi 'I'. ~s, :iiul he cannot be im- 
peached for mere failure to carry 
out proniisis. In casf of a law- 
maker ho can go back on every 
promise he made to get elected. 
Under the Imperative Mandate the 
people can end uii otUcial's term 
whenever they want to or for cause 
they can recall an oUicer any time. 
It is believed that the Initiative 
and Referendum and Imperative 
Mandate would not often be used,
